TEMPLE BAR AND THE BATTLE OF BRITAIN 


Correspondence is raging in The Times on the question 
of the re-siting of Temple Bar and its possible incorpor- 
ation in a memorial to the Battle of Britain. The Dean 
of St. Paul’s has put forward a suggestion by Dr. Charles 
Holden that it should form part of a northern approach to 
the Cathedral and be the memorial to the Battle. Sir Gerald 
Barry and Mr. Casson have,referred to the drawing of this 
project published in The Times as making the Bar look 
like a very small cruet on a very large sideboard—the exact 
words escape me as my wife has given that particular copy 
of The Times to the fishmoriger—and have made counter 
proposals for the memorial. They would like to open up 
the rising south approach to the Cathedral from the river. 
They rightly say that the siting of the memorial is the most 
important part of it. Lord Mottistone, as chairman of the 
executive committee of the London Society says that his 
Society supports the proposals described by the Dean of 
St. Paul’s and place their trust in Dr. Holden’s sense of 
scale in the siting of the Bar. Lord Mottistone also points 
out that the preparation of the northern approach could 
be carried out at once and without difficulty because the 
site is already cleared and vacant, whereas the southern 
approach is still encumbered with buildings many of which 
are still occupied and anyway the area is not due for 
redevelopment for the next five years. Dr. Holden, while 
agreeing that the southern approach favoured by Sir 
Gerald and Casson would be a most appropriate memorial, 
would like to see improved access to St. Paul’s 
on all sides and feels that Temple Bar would give the right 
note of “ modest and intimate scale” which the northern 
approach demands. The latest contribution is from Sir 
Banister Fletcher, who ignores the Battle of Britain 
memorial suggestion and all the others too, and points out 
that barring the raising of the necessary £25,000 the whole 
thing is settled and the Bar is to be erected at the embank- 
ment end of Middle Temple Lane. I like the Barry-Casson 
suggestion but it does not sound as if it could be pushed 
through quickly enough. What I cannot understand is 
why anyone should want to couple the return of Temple 
Bar, which never should have been removed from the 
City anyway, with the Battle of Britain. It seems to me 
to be just about as inappropriate as the suggestion that the 
Marble Arch should be consecrated to this purpose, but, 
believe it or not, that has been suggested in The Times 
too.

for a mechanically minded boy or the young man in the 
leather coat who is wooing your eldest daughter. Before 
wrapping it up take a look at it for it contains some excel- 
lent pictures of racing. Considering how beautifully they 
are designed and how amazingly efficient they are, racing 
motor cycles receive astonishing little publicity from the 
good design propaganda boys. Nowadays, as much care 
seems to be taken in designing the rider’s one-piece leather 
suit as is taken over the machine, and no wonder, when 
this year’s Senior T.T. was won at an average speed of 


93.83 m.p.h. ABNER 
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NO PLACE 


HERE is a myth to the effect that 
the Battle of the Styles was a kind 
of architectural feud which occurred 
only in Victorian times. It is imagined 
by many that the battle came to an end 
because a few enlightened men in this 
country and abroad evolved a new 
architecture which favoured neither 
side. So the old styles were abandoned 
and a younger generation heralded the 
new. At last it seemed that we had 
freed ourselves from the shackles of the 
past, even if we had not yet discovered 
the restrictions of the future. “ Fit- 
ness for Purpose” was the clarion call, 
even if we were not yet fitted to see the 
purpose. Houses were to be machines 
for living in, even before we had 
mastered the machines or learned how 
to live. The result of all this has been 
that there is once more a Battle of the 
Styles, and that the battle is no longer 
being fought between professional 
groups within the portals of an august 
institution, but in the wide world out- 
side between the profession and. the 
public. For whatever one may |say, 
the public does not like our modern 
architecture. 

The dislike is so intense that there 
seems to be no limit to which the 
public will go to disguise our designs. 
We are supplying them with dwellings 
when they cry for homes, and their idea 
for a home is not a neat white cube, but 
a romantic cottage. A romantic‘ cot- 
tage . how strange it is that these 
words should horrify the modernist; 
for romance is the forerunner of mar- 


riage, and marriage is the secret of the 


hearth and home. The scientifically 
devised slow-combustion stove is a poor 
substitute for the hearth, and the pre- 
fab a miserable alternative to the cot- 
tage. We forget that the home-dweller 
is also the home-maker, and that the 
dwellings which we provide have to be 
made into homes. 

And so there is a battle between what 
the architect provides and what the 
people want. The ordinary, simple 
family does not want an ordinary, 
simple house; perhaps because, even if 
they are ordinary, they would not like 
to be thought simple. Simplicity is not 
a quality that is appreciated. So what 
happens to the houses we provide? 
Within a remarkably short time they 
are transformed from what we think 
the family ought to have into what the 
family think we ought to have given 
them. The large, open windows are 
quickly covered with net curtains, 
which are followed within a few weeks 
by leaded lights to provide the appro- 
priate setting for Holy Matrimony and 
preserve the secrecy of the home. The 
outside is transformed; perhaps with 
broad bands of brown paint, to simu- 
late half-timbering, or by a cunning 
trellis to carry the June roses round the 
door, The neat rectangular paving 
slabs which were laid to conform with 
the new townscape ideology are 
speedily lifted and broken up into crazy 
paths, which meander between 
coloured dwarfs and concrete toad- 
stools. For Man, like Nature, abhors 
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a straight line. The factory-made 
dwelling is now unrecognizable, for it 
is now home-made in the sense that 
it has been made into a home. 

A curious feature about all this is not 

that the home-maker seeks to disguise 
our architecture’and impress upon it 
something of his individuality, but that 
his disguises are invariably spurious 
imitations of bygone styles and orna- 
ment. The result is that he succeeds 
in defeating his own ends, for his 
efforts are identical with his neigh- 
bours’, and the residential areas are as 
uniform in their disguise as they were 
in their original stark simplicity. There 
is, it has been said, no place like home; 
but this should now read, there is no 
place where homes are so alike. 
. There is no political significance 
about it. The prefabs are not filled 
with rabid Tories who seek to revert 
to our great Elizabethan age. During 
the last Election the bills stuck on the 
walls and the windows revealed no 
partisan group. Socialists and Con- 
servatives alike are united in their 
loyalty to the medizval past 

I feel that this situation is quite new; 
that the protests against architecture 
were never so strong as they are to-day. 
I am sure that Sir Christopher Wren, 
when he submitted his design for the 
Cathedral of St. Paul, never suffered 
anything like the abuse that has been 
heaped by the popular Press on Basil 
Spence for his design for the Cathedral 
of Coventry. No one, I imagine, sug- 
gested that St. Paul’s looked like a 
barracks because it did not have 
traceried windows. No one wondered 
how on earth the architect could 
imagine that this is a cathedral at all. 
No one said what a pity he hadn’t 
restored the old cathedral, instead of 
introducing these new-fangled ideas 
from the Continent. And no one 
described it as “a cross between a 
super cinema and an abattoir,” or 
regarded it as “the most insulting 
gesture ever put before a long-suffering 
people.”* There is no doubt that what 
we do now is not appreciated new; but 
that what architects did before was 
appreciated before. 

I do not suppose there was ever any 
period in history in which the architec- 
tural profession was more out of sym- 
pathy with the general public. It is 
easy enough to say that the fault lies in 
public lack of taste, or that the younger 
generation has failed in its duty. It is 
easy enough to say that architecture is 
going to the dogs, as long as we can 
blame the puppies. But that would be 
wrong. There is no need to invent 
excuses for the daring architectural 
experiments which this generation has 
witnessed. There is no need to be as 
ashamed as all that. But we have erred 
in that we have taken a road along 
which the people are not following. To 
err is human; but the only serious error 
would be to deny that we have erred

I quote Mr. Charles, “their archi 
tecture is only now beginning to 
accommodate and reflect the needs and 
aspirations of a new society.” As one 
of the reflections, this new Soviet 
Embassy bears a striking resemblance 
to our reflections many years ago, It 
would seem then that the 
locked and bolted in their national 
boundaries, scornful of all Western 
culture, indeed claimants to any tit-bit 
of Western culture they may admire for 
all their alleged advances in social life, 
have reached the stage the dying 
capitalists societies passed a couple of 
decades ago. How ironical 

Or is it rather, as Mr. Charles indi- 
cates, that our values of appreciation 
cannot stand up to the overwhelming 
achievements of the new Soviet society 
in that, even though the results may 
seem retrograde, it is in reality our

New River Lodge 


On December 10 a new L.C.C. 
home for old people at 12, Newton 
Close, N.4 (near the junction of Seven 
Sisters Road and Amherst Park, Stoke 
Newington), was opened. By Christ- 
mas the Council expects to take in 
about 50 people who have been living 
in other L.C.C. homes. 

In the New Year other old folk who 
have not before experienced living 
together in a home will join in ones 
and twos until New River Lodge has its 
full complement of 92. 

The home has been built by Henry 
Boot and Sons, Ltd., to the design pre- 
pared by Mr. W. J. Durnford, 
F.R.LB.A., a Senior Architect in the 
office of Mr. Robert H. Matthew, 
A.R.ILB.A., the Council’s Architect. 
The total cost of building, equipping 
and furnishing the home is £97,638. , 

The site covers about 14 acres and 
has a fine open view to the north across 
the New River and some fine trees. — 

In planning the building, orientation 
was carefully considered to give the 
maximum number of bedrooms an east 
or west aspect and the sitting-rooms a 
southern aspect. However, it was 
recognized that oid people like to watch 
the activities of their younger neigh- 
bours, and for this purpose the library 
and needlework room with sitting-out 
places over and a spacious terrace were 
placed on the north side looking over 
the river to the roadway beyond. The 
home is approached by Newton Close 
on the Council’s Woodberry Down 
Estate, with an entrance drive. De- 
livery of stores, fuel, etc., is via Seven 
Sisters Road. Two quiet gardens have 
been provided on the south side, one 
with a lawn suitable for a game of 
bowls. Externally the building is faced 
with a warm-coloured brick. 

The colour of the interior and fur- 
nishings are pleasant and restful. The 
dining-room has views of both river 
and garden with a loggia on the garden 
side, and can seat the full number of 
residents at one time. One sitting- 
room is larger than the others and is 
provided with a small stage for enter- 
tainments. 

The accommodation is on two floors 
in single- and two-bed rooms with the 
exception of two three-bed rooms. 

A flat for the matron and accommo- 
dation for the assistant matron and 
staff are at the southern end of the first 
floor. 

Ample bathing and lavatory pro- 
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vision is made and the old people’s 
comfort and safety will be increased by 
cork flooring and handrails in corridors.

HIS is the first major building contract to be com- 

pleted by the Development Corporation and comprises 
92 flats, staff quarters, a restaurant, hotel rooms and 
garages, with total living accommodation for more than 
150 people. 

The importance of Homestead Court is that it repre- 
sents the first practical step towards infusing into the 
South Eastern area of the town a substantial middle-class 
element. The flats are intended for the higher income 
groups and will also act as the pivotal point for the large 
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These fields are to form a permanent feature of the town.

number of middle-class houses which are shortly to be 
constructed in the Beehive Lane-Cole Green Lane area 
by the Corporation as well as for the private developers 
who will be building their own houses there. 

The central feature of the scheme is the restaurant block, 
E, comprising a main restaurant room to seat 120 persons, 
a private dining room to seat 30, and a lounge which will, 
if application for a licence is successful, contain a bar. 
The three storeys above the restaurant are planned as 
single room flats with communal bathroom and lavatory

accommodation. East flat is approximately 230 square 
feet and is intended for a single person. There are 19 
flats on the first floor, of which 16 will be let furnished 
at £4 10s per week, including room service and meals in 
the restaurant. On the second floor 15 flats will be avail- 


able for letting unfurnished at £7 12s 6d per month, and 
on the third floor a further 15 flats for letting unfurnished 
at £7 2s 6d per month. East flat has built-in cupboards, 


power point and a small sink. A feature of the flats is a 
folding screen which can be pulled across to conceal the 
sink and miniature kitchen unit. In view of the restaurant 
facilities the flats are not designed to be self-contained 
from the point of view of cooking. 

In the small block (F) next to the restaurant are three 
staff flats and seven hotel rooms. 

The remainder of the scheme (type plans p. 708) con- 
sists of 28 two-roomed flats and 18 three-roomed flats. 
The former are divided amongst blocks of four and two 
of twelve each. In addition to kitchen, bathroom and

lavatory, they are provided with an electric cooker and 
refrigerator. The rent is £9 5s 9d per month inclusive of 
rates. The area of each flat is 501 square feet. The three- 
roomed flats have a total area of 650 square feet and are 
all in one three-storey block. The rent is £11 16s 6d per 
month inclusive of rates. 

All flats will be provided with hot water and central 
heating from a central boiler house. Thirty-four garages 
are provided for tenants and there will also be storage for 
40 bicycles. 

The total cost of the scheme including the equipment 
of the restaurant and the furnishing of the flats is in the 
neighbourhood of £200,000 

All the buildings, with the exception of block E, 
which has a reinforced concrete frame, are of brick load- 
bearing construction with reinforced concrete floors. The 
two-floor blocks have 1lin external walls, while the three 
floor blocks have 13in solid walls on the Ist two floors and 
llin walls above.

The floors were originally con- 
structed of 3in timber battens and as 
it was necessary to retain the floor 
levels, lightweight Cheecol concrete 
has been laid on the reinforced con- 
crete to receive the hardwood blocks. 


The new entrance stairs from Han- 
over Square, constructed in reinforced 
concrete, have a centre enclosed well 
divided into two ducts containing 
water and heating services in one case 
and electrical and telephone systems 
in the other. 


Finishes to the Hanover Square 
entrance hall and stairs include 
polished travertine walls and unfilled 
travertine floors. The north wall is 
lined with British Honduras mahogany 
panelling on which the directory 
board has been designed with a syca- 
more frame. The stairs have traver- 
tine treads and risers and polished 
travertine dado. 


Bank Premises 


To avoid dark unlighted windows 
during the period when adjacent shop 
window lighting is permitted, the 
Bank entrance has been designed to 
be illuminated after hours of darkness. 
Obscure glass panels and fascia signs 
have been made a feature of the design 
of the entrance. A series of ten glazed, 
pierced and engraved bronze panels 
have been designed taking their form 
from old English coins. Low-wattage 
lamp fittings installed within the 
thickness of the wall provide illumina- 
tion to the patere and to glazed 
decorative panels internally.

‘THis is the second of a group of 
buildings that The Needle Indus- 
tries, Limited, will erect on a site 
adjoining the Birmingham Road 
immediately to the north of Studley, 
Warwickshire. 

The first building was the Research 
Block, completed in 1949. The build- 
ing that is the subject of this award is 
the factory, and it is proposed to com- 
plete the scheme at some future date 
by the erection of an Administration 
unit. 

The factory was planned to accom- 
modate under one roof the processes 
that had for many years been carried 
on at various old factories in the 
locality. For the most part the 
plant was old and very noisy, but that 
in the new factory is the most modern 
and efficient to be found anywhere in 
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Factory, 


the world and has been developed 
almost entirely by the Company itself. 
In designing this plant great impor- 
tance was attached to the elimination of 
noise and dirt—with such success that 
what was once a very noisy and dirty 
trade is now comparatively quiet and 
clean. 

The flow of work through the fac- 
tory is from south to north. The raw 
material enters the wire store and 
passes to the heat treatment shop, and 
from thence to the main process shop- 
ping. This is the noisiest and most 
dirty area, and it is cut off from the 
clean and quiet packing and despatch 
area by means of a corridor. On the 
west side of the factory is the canteen 
and kitchen and on the east side the 
amenities block, which consists of 
shower baths, lavatories and locker

rooms for both sexes and a first-aid 
unit, including a surgery, rest room and 
sunlight treatment room, waiting 
rooms, and a doctor’s room The 
boiler house is situated to the north- 
west of the factory 

The building throughout is steel 
framed, and the main shopping has a 
north light roof; elsewhere roofs are 
flat. North light roofing is covered in 
asbestos and lined on the underside 
with fibreboard. Flat roofs are con- 
structed in precast concrete units and 
either plastered or lined with fibre- 
board and covered in asphalt. Walls 
are in 9in or 134in brickwork The 
north-east and south walls are perman- 
ent, and are faced in a mixture of 
golden and reddish sand-faced bricks 
The south wall is temporary and 1

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walls are built in two skins, i.e., 4}in 
facings and 4}in or 9in of common 
backings tied together every two feet 
vertically by ex-met. By this means 
penetration of damp is completely 
eliminated.

The building is heated by eighteen 
automatically controlled plenum units, 
utilizing steam generated in a chain 
grate economic steam boiler and a hand- 
fired fuel standby boiler, the air being 
filtered and warmed and distributed tuo 
the space by a system of distribution 
ducts in each bay. 

Refrigerating equipment is incorpor- 
ated with six of the plenum units that 
provide complete air conditioning to a 
section of the factory. 

The temperature of the space is con- 
trolled by modulating temperature con- 
trol equipment for each unit, and 
comprises an internal thermostat com- 
pensated by an outside temperature 
controller. 


Each unit is also provided with 
motorized dampers on both the fresh 
and re-circulating air ducts and con- 
trolled by an external humidity detec- 
tor arranged to close the admission of 
fresh air at high external humidities, 
and raises the internal temperature of 
the space and then give warning for 
the dehumidifying plant to be put into 
operation. 

“Electronick ” indicator and record- 
ing equipment is provided at the con- 
trol station which informs the engineer 
of the conditions at various points in 
the factory.

News of the BUILDING INDUSTRY 


THE COUNCIL OF THE REIN- 
FORCED CONCRETE ASSOCIA- 
TION has given renewed consideration 
to a suggestion that the working stress of 
18,000Ib per sq in normally permitted in 
mild steel reinforcement complying with 
B.S.785 (Rolled Steel Bars for Concrete 
Reinforcement) might safely be increased 
and the quantity used in reinforced con- 
crete structures thus reduced in order to 
economize in the use of steel 

Although no yield stress is specified in 
B.S.785, recent tests indicate that the yield 
stress in mild steel bars of the smaller 
diameters is generally at least 36,000Ib 
per sq in. This being so the Council is 
satisfied that a working stress of 20,000Ib 
per sq in may safely be adopted in bars 
of jin diameter and less, except in the 
design of liquid-retaining and other 
special structures 

This stress is in excess of that recom- 
mended in B.S. Code of Practice (CP.114- 
1948) for the Structural Use of Normal 
Reinforced Concrete in Buildings. It is 
the opinion of the Council that Standard 
Specifications and Codes of Practice 
ought not to be varied to meet temporary 
emergencies; they are not mandatory and 
their requirements can generally be modi- 
fied at the discretion of the engineer re 
sponsible for the work. It is not pro- 
posed, therefore, to urge the Council for 
Codes of Practice to amend CP.114-1948 
for this specific purpose, and no departure 
from B.S.785 is suggested. On the other 
hand, the London County Council's 
Building Byelaws, which limit the work 
ing stress to 18,000lb per sq in, are 
mandatory within the County of London, 
but their requirements may be modified 
by “waiver” under Section 9 of the 
London Building Act (Amendment) Act, 
1935, and a copy of this Memorandum 
has been handed to the L.C.C. with a 
recommendation that applications for 
such a “waiver” be sympathetically 


considered

made in relation to mild steel bars of

BRITISH STANDARD FOR WOOD 
WOOL BUILDING SLABS (B.S.1105 : 
1951) gives the dimensional, weight and 
strength requirements for wood wool 
building slabs manufactured by compress- 
ing wood wool with an inorganic cement- 
ing agent. 

The original specification was issued 
as a war emergency standard and this has 
now been reviewed in the light of present- 
day practice. The new specification pro- 
vides for two qualities of slab, the normal 
quality and the heavy-duty quality, the 
requirements for which remain as in the 
original standard, but it was considered 
that the demand for a reinforced type of 
slab is so small that it would well be 
omitted from the standard and this type 
is no longer specified. 

The range of slab thicknesses has been 
increased by adding a 2}in-thick slab with 
a maximum deflection of jin and a weight 
of 75lb for normal duty and 85lb for 
heavy duty. 

As there is now in existence a Code of 
Practice dealing with the installation of 
walls and partitions manufactured from 
blocks and slabs, the appendix in the 
original issue giving notes on the use of 
wood wool building slabs has been with- 
drawn 


MR. STEPHEN HUDSON, President of 
the National Federation of Building 
Trades Employers, has appealed to local 
authorities to exercise to the full the dis- 
cretion given to them by Mr. Macmillan 
to grant 50 per cent of their allocation of 
houses to free enterprise builders and to 
refrain from compulsorily acquiring or re- 
quisitioning their land. Mr. Hudson 
points out that the more licences such 
builders are given the greater will be their 
scope for the use of materials not in short 
supply, for the speeding up of the rate of 
house-building, for the provision of 
accommodation for middle-class families 
with housing needs as great as those of 
any other class, and for the reduction of 
the heavy charges imposed on the rates 
and taxes in respect of municipal houses.

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Rendering 


N a maintenance job recently I noticed 

a man carrying out repairs to some 
external rendering which had crazed and 
fallen. I noticed that for the re-rendering 
he was using a mix of about 1 to 1 of 
cement and sand so I asked him why he 
used such a mix as in my experience it 
was inviting trouble; his reply was that 
this was the third time he had repaired 
the same patch in a relatively short time 
and his boss had told him to spare no 
expense to get the job right, consequently 
the man had decided that the more 
cement he used and the less sand the 
better would be the job. A very strong 
mix of this type was probably the reason 
why the repaired rendering had previ- 
ously failed repeatedly. 

External rendering is one of the pro- 
cesses which do not seem to be well 
understood in the building industry. 
Personally I try to avoid all external ren- 
dering whenever I can as experience has 
made me treat it as something which 
needs extremely careful consideration and 
even more careful supervision. I notice 
also that in recent years there seems to have 
been a considerable revival of the use of 
floated smooth finished rendering which is 
much more troublesome than the rougher 
types. In my opinion the cause of nrany 
failures has been due not only to faulty 
mixes used for the rendering but to the 
omission to take proper precautions in 
the design of the building, such as lack 
of or improperly designed copings, ab- 
sence or bad placing of essential damp- 
proof courses and the sealing of parapets 
by rendering them on both sides. 

Bad copings and especially small unpro- 
tected projections or the like allow brick- 
work to get wet and if soluble sulphates 
are present, as is not uncommon, the ren- 
dering will fail for a certainty. I am sur- 
prised how frequently I see these bits of 
bad detailing by architects who should 
know better—much of it seems to arise 
from a desire for flush surfaces and mini- 
mum projections. 

Another cause of trouble is bad adher- 
ence of the rendering to the walling 
material usually because they are rather 
dense and smooth and have poor suction. 
It was customary to hack surfaces or to 
use grooves formed in the walling 
material, but in most cases I believe a 
“ spatter-dash ” coat will be found suffi- 
cient; in fact, these “ spatter-dash ” coats 
are useful on most forms of brickwork and 
concrete blocks and avoid much raking of 
mortar joints. These coats are thrown on 
to the wall about jin to jin thick and 
should be a mix of cement and a coarse 
sand in a proportion of about one of 
cement and two and a half of sand. 

To return to the subject of mixes for 
normal types of rendering on normal wall- 
ing materials; the weather conditions 
which the building has to withstand has, 
in my opinion, small effect, but a slight 
reduction in the amount of sand from 
normal may be desirable in very exposed 
places, and similar increase in sand from 
normal quantities may be made in very 
protected sites. 

The greatest influence on mixes, other 
than those needed for application to wall- 
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ing materials such as clinker block or 
wood wool slabs, is the type of finish 
which is required; finishes are very vari- 
able but may be divided into six basic 
types, namely pebble-dash, roughcast, 
scraped textured, machine-applied and 
smooth; the order given also indicates my 
views on durability; the first two being 
the most satisfactory as less likely to craze 
and the most likely to resist the weather. 
Pebble-dash and roughcast are, however, 
in my view the least interesting zstheti- 
cally. I personally prefer the machine 
finishes which are more interesting, easy 
to carry out and reasonably durable. The 
one which I have found most unsatisfac- 
tory is the smooth type, as these are most 
liable to cracks and crazing.

Class A the higher figure is satisfactory 
I much prefer the material to be a mix- 
ture of cement and lime rather than all 
cement. For other finishes the proportion 
of lime can usually be about double that 
of cement, i.e., 1 cement to 2 of lime, with 
about 8 or 9 parts of sand according to 
its quality. I like to use the same mix 
for undercoats and finish coats 

I believe many failures also arise from 
not allowing undercoats sufficient time to 
dry out, which permits them to shrink and 
even crack before the other coats are 
applied. I know it is a nuisance to keep 
scaffolding hanging about at this stage of a 
job, but it is well worth a wait of at least 
a week between coats, unless it is hot, 
dry weather when three days may be 
sufficient as the result is more likely to be 
a good job. The best method is to let the 
undercoat dry out and then brush it with 
water before applying the next coat

Timber 


The decision to revoke open softwood 
licences from permitted countries will 
have almost no effect upon the trade. 
Licences are being freely granted to bring 
in wood already bought to the end of the 
year, and by January the full new scheme 
for private softwood imports will be 
known. 

Retention of softwood consumer licens- 
ing appears to be an established part of 
Government policy, and there is every 
reason to believe that imports of softwood 
next year will be greatly reduced. Con- 
tracts already exist for considerable Cana- 
dian imports in the first half of 1952, so 
the quantity which the trade will need to 
import from all sources to supplement the 
Canadian timber is not likely to be much 
over 700,000 standards, even making some 
allowance for softwood going into the 
national reserve. 

This will be less than half the import 
for this year, so exporters of softwood will 
find it difficult to dispose of their lumber. 
From the trend of the talks between the 
Timber Trade Federation and the Timber 
Controller it may be confidently pre- 
dicted that the limitations upon softwood 
imports will be so arranged that the im- 
porters will be in a strong buying position 
In a world of rising prices there is now 
substantial hope that softwood prices for 
Britain may fall next year. 

Business will be late opening for 1952, 
but this should not worry the buyer. In 
the persuasion that prices may rise, some 
timber firms are trying to put softwood 
market prices into a category called 
“replacement values,” which means sell- 
ing softwood at a price well in excess of 
the price paid to make allowance for the 
higher price they may have to pay to 
replace the wood in their yards. Such a 
policy should be strongly resisted by 
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wallboards, though

Up to and including the first-floor slab, 
the censtruction is in situ concrete framed. 
It is on this construction that the load of 
the kilns is carried. From first-floor slab 
upwards the’ construction changes from the 
in situ to the proprietary precast system of 
framing illustrated here, of which the span 
is 85ftr—thought to be the largest yet 
erected in Britain. The framing consists 
essentially of transversely spanning portals 
spaced at I5ft centres which carry precast 
purlins 4ft 6in apart and special gutter 
units along the eaves. 

Each main cross-spanning portal is made 
up of four separately cast members with a 
patented system (LAMBDA) of §scarfed 
jointing at the connections which maintains 
the required degree of structural continuity. 
The leg members are ‘‘L’’ shaped, they 
weigh about 24 tons each, and are designedly 
stiff to minimize moments of bending in the 
rafters. Rafter elements weigh about |} 
tons apiece and despite their span are only 
18in. by 7in. in sectional area. Laterally the 
stiffness and structural rigidity comes from 
the purlin and gutter units—with the 
method of jointing used at their connections. 
To form these joints, “‘U’’ shaped bars, 
projecting from either end of both types of 
unit, are looped round fixing bolts that 
protrude upwards from the backs of the 
rafter principals ; the nut to these bolts is 
tightened down over a large washer which 
grips and holds the *‘U"’ bars in place: 
the joint is completed by filling with a 
grout and flushing up the 2in wide gap 
formed between the ends of the units. All 
the precasting for the main frames was 
carried out at the site and the smaller 
units—purlins, gutters, roof slabs, etc.— 
were all factory made. 

The external wall infilling to all the 
reinforced concrete framing is in Ilin 
cavity brickwork. The windows are metal 
casements. For the main roof the covering 
s asbestos cement corrugated sheeting.

Buiiding Exhibition 


in Moscow 


At the All-Union Building Exhibi- 
tion in Moscow one can learn how 
building work is industrialized’ in the 
Soviet Union, and what methods are 
used in the construction of factories 
and houses. Last year, when the 
Exhibition celebrated its 20th Anniver- 
sary, over 10,000,000 people had been 
catered for, and 130 cities of the 
U.S.S.R. had been supplied with 
technical information and charts. The 
Exhibition has a network of travelling 
exhibitions in Moscow, and branches 
in Leningrad and other cities. 

The main site consists of- four 
pavilions and 12 halls. As we approach 
we see on the way to the buildings a 
world of machines: a deep-reaching, 
self-sinking vibrator for packing down 
earth when building dams or railway 
bridge embankments and for packing 
earth and concrete under water—this, 
and many others. Then we enter the 
building materials hall where great in- 
terest is shown in a large coloured map 
which gives the distribution of build- 
ing material resources in the Soviet 
Union. Here are also examples of the 
finished products used in building, and 
a large variety of glass. 

Visitors to this exhibition have an 
invaluable opportunity to learn effective 
means of construction. There is a

demonstration floor where skilled 
builders demonstrate advanced methods 
and ways of raising labour productivity 
There is also a lecture hall, and special 
films are made here so that as many 
building workers as possible have a 
chance of seeing the latest methods and 
equipment in use. 

There is a permanent bureau of tech- 
nical assistance to building projects, 
headed by Engineer Maltsev who was 
formerly a bricklayer. A large staff of 
140 skilled builders is now popular- 
izing new building methods at the ex- 
hibition. Teams of building workers, 
skilled in different jobs, go from Mos- 
cow to give assistance and to train 
young workers in all parts of the Soviet 
Union. 

Many bricklayers are rationalizers of 
production and inventors of labour- 
saving machines. We see a whole 
series of different containers for lifting 
and transporting building materials 
which were invented by Engineer 
Maltsev and bricklayer Shirkov. These 
machines are worked automatically and 
both simplify and lighten the builder’s 
job. 

New methods of plastering have been 
developed by foreman Kutenkov, who 
has broken up the entire plastering job 
into separate operations and has 
changed it into a _ conveyor-line 
mechanized process, and plasterer 
Berzin has developed a process which

There is a tall-buildings pavilion 
where models are exhibited graphically 
to show the organization of work and 
equipment used in construction. On a 
table here stands an exact model of the 
frame of.a 26-storey building which 
was erected in the centre of Moscow 
Another pavilion is devoted to large- 
scale housing construction, showing 
models of which were built, 
using all the latest time- and labour- 
saving machinery—and we understand 
how Bolshaya and Kaluzhskaya streets 
in Moscow were built with tall blocks 
s in a space of several months 
section dealing with prefabri- 
shows how buildings are 
assembled from prefabricated parts, 
such Stair sections, and reinforced 
concrete mosaic-finished stair landings 
There are exhibits of factories turning 
out prefabricated parts of he 
different materials 
Specimens of full-size prefabricated 
building members of wood, brick and 
other materials can be seen. When in 
parts, a prefabricated house like this 
can be transported on two trucks to the 
remotest part of the country ard there 
constructed by a team of workers, with- 
out plasterers or carpenters, in 5 or 6 
days, and the finished 4-5-room house 
completely finished within a fortnight.
